Sentimentin the Slave States, 

The editor of the Christian (Ky.) Intelligen- 
cer, to whom some time since wesuggested the 
project of a Board, to be styled the Press-Regu- 
tors, to take under their supervision such un- 
fortunate gentlemen as himself, responds good- 
naturedly enough—: 

“For ourself, we have to say—that the above 


plan would at least lift many heavy responsibi- 


lities from the poor wight of an editor—and it 
would only deprive him of the liberty of speech, 
and cripple all his energies. But this is the age 
of inventions, and there’s no telling what may 
be done in Kentucky this winter, for the bene- 
fit of the Press. “Great excitement” has re- 
cently taken up his quarters in our State— 
and what mighty revolutions he may accom- 
plish time only will reveal.” 


It seems that the report, circulated by the 
‘eorgetown Herald, concerning his giving aid 
to runaways, was a pleasant hoax, manufactur- 
od by the latter paper on account of the solem- 
nization of marriage by the Reverend gentleman 
between a runaway lady and her lover! 

v Mr. Stevenson, the editor of the Intelligen- 
cer, finds it very hard to school himself.to the 
maxims of arbitrary Power. He keeps kicking 
against the pricks, in defiance of the philosophy 
of our friend of the Cincinnati Enquirer, J The 
Lexington Inquirer rebukes him for giving any 
kind of countenance to the True American,— 
whereupon the worthy man retorts: “How far 


( 


the ‘I'rue American may have been incendiary 
we presume not, as we possess not the analyti- 
cal and synthetical skill of the Judge and some 
others, who seem to have entered most intense- 
ly and familiarly into the grand and glorious 
appliances of sustaining and defending, at all 
points and at every hazard, the peculiar insti- 
tution of divinely appointed American Slavery!” 


He then proceeds indignantly— 

“Ah, Br. Finnel, we have come to a glorious 
crisis, even in Kentucky—that manly, vigorous, 
heavenly thoughts of liberty must be smother- 
ed in the birth; immolated the minute they are 
born! A pretty pass to be sure!—we will not 
suger the North to talk tous of slavery; nor 
will we allow the citizens of thisCommonwealth 
to discuss it at all. When anid where is it to 
be discussed? and echo answers, when! where!! 
and pro-slavery answers in thunder tones, NE- 
ver! NEVER!! not even at the bar of the Right- 
ous Judge of all the earth! Is this country free, 
or is she not? who that is a man, in the ‘noble’ 
acceptation of that word, that would not rather 
have his limbs manacled than his mind? “Tis 
the mind that makes the man;’ and forsooth, 
because our humble sheet is devoted to religion 
—to Christian union—she must not ujtey a line 
upon sl:very! She must wink at all its abuses; 
bow down at its shrine and cry aloud, ‘great is 
the Goddess Diana.” This question is being 
discussed, and discussed it will be yntil the 
world is free. This kind of talk we suppose is 
that which friend Finnel denominates ‘aboli- 
tion talk; if'so, then ‘so mote it be’—they are 
the outgoings of our native—Kentucky inde- 
pendence—and if you would have the less of it, 
‘Let us alone.’ As to the anecdote, we have 
neither time nor space to“talk.courting talk’ 
to it. 3 id, aie 

One word as to our ‘censure ofthe conduct of 
the people of Fayettt’*-and that is (if the peo 

ple of Fayette did that thing) we repeat the 
question propounded in our last No.—If law 
could be found for the removal of a ‘nuisanee,’ 
AFTER said removal (though without law, as the 
mayor declared) why could it not have been 
produced BEFORE said removal? More anon, if 
brother Finnell desires.” 

Well—it gives us unspeakable pleasure to 
find two Kentucky editors who are too manly 
to abandon the right of free speech, even on 
the subject of slavery. In many points we 
differ fram them widely, but we always feel 
deep sympathy with the editor who has the 
courage to say to the public—Mine isa Free 
Press, and Iam a Free Man—there is no Power 
that shall muzzle either the one or the other. 

We conversed yesterday with a very intelli- 
gent citizen of Nigholas county, Ky., on the 
late mob disturbances at Lexington, of which 
he spoke with proper indignation. A majority 
of the people, he said, in his neighborhood, dis- 
approved of them, and Ex-Governor Metcalfe 
had lost far more in the public estimation than 
he had gained, by the prominent part he took 
during their progress. 


The True American, we learn, maintains its 
holdin Kentucky. It has lost some of its sub- 
scribers there since the mob, but at least an 
equal number in the same State has repjaged 
them, 

The following remarks of the editor of the 
Georgia Index would indicate a more prevalent 
anti-slavery feeling in the South than some of 
us imagine. He publishes an extract of 4 let 
ter from the Washington correspondent of a 
Northern newspaper, announging a desive on 
the part of some Southern men for the preva- 
lence of anti-slavery principles at the South, 
and adds— 

“It contains an invitation and exhortation 
to abolitionists to come and settle amongst us 
far the express purpose that they may more suc- 
cessfully overthrow the institution of slavery.— 
Let the reader note it carefully, and say, 
whether it does not justify jhe assertion made 
by us, some fime sip¢e—that there is more dan- 
ger ta be apprehendgd from anti-slavery men 
amongst us, than from gpen and qvowed abolition 
ists, his was deemed by some, at the time, 
a hard saying. Editors in theSouth are clamo- 
rousagainst abolitianism;but many of them take 
particular pains to Jet it be known that their 
opposition is not to anti-slavery principles, but 
only to. the manner in which those anti-slavery 
principles are acted out.” 

Recently, Nicholas Worthington, a yery 
wealthy citizen of Howard distriet, Mary- 
land, deceased, jeayipg a property wortha quar- 
ter of a million of dollars, A portion of his will 
is quoted by the Free Press, as follows:— 

“All the slaves belonging to the deceased are 
manumitted, with the exception of fiye saper- 
annuated negroes, who are to liye upon either 
of the two estates mentioned, as they may 
chogse, and who are to be sapported without la- 
bor, the remainder of their jives, The slaves 
of sixteen years of age are to be free in six 
months; the younger slaye:, when they attain 
that age, and until they wre 16, they are left 





i known,” 


the property of their mothers. “Big Airy” is 
free from the day of his death—the children of 
“Dorcas” are free at eleven years of age—the 
children of “Little Airy” are free at eleven 
years of age. His slave Charles receives his 
freedom immediately and $2,000. “Henry” re- 
ceives his freedom immediately, and a legacy 
of $500. To 16 of hi¢ negroes he hus left 150 
acres of land, in Carroll county, to be equally 
divided among them. To “Little Bill” he 
leaves $20 a year for tenyears. ‘To seven of his 
negroes he leaves a legacy of $40 each. To 14 
of his negroes he leaves a legacy of $30 each.— 
General Thos. Hood and Dr. Jona. Waters are 
appointed to fix the age of the slaves.” 

The editor of the Baltimore Saturday Visiter 
fejoices at this evidence, that “the humane 
doct ihes of the anti-slavery movement are pro- 
gressing” in Maryland—and that “Emancipa- 
tion is pressing itself av a’ death bed duty, at 
least, in Spite of the barriers so absurdly inter- 
posed” by ite®black Laws.” 

The same puper boldly exposes the base con- 
duct of a minister of the gospel on a recent oc- 
casion. He says— . 

“A Minister of the Gospel was sent for, and 
eonsulted—whereupon he advised the dying 
man—to do what, suppose you, reader? Why, 
to give himself ‘no trouble about that matter!” — 
It was enough—he left his faithful slavesat the 
mercy of his heirs. Whether this “man of God? 
isamong them, our information fails to Se) 


The Pulpit, no less than the Press, is a sub- 
ject of tender solicitude with the Slave-Power. 
Its occupants must take the oath of allegiance 
under the pains and penalties of ejectment, and 
something worse.

gyman, isan Abolitionist, but his tongue wag- 
ged too freely, we suppose, to please the Chiv- 
alry: 

“Daring of Abolitionism.—This fell spirit has 
made its appearance among us. The grand ju- 
ry of this county, on Wednesday last, indicted 
the Rev. Mr. Wagener, of this county, for 
preaching, a short time ago, an inflammatory 
abolition sermon, in the hearing of a large por- 
tion of our slave population. It is to be re- 
gretted that this matter ever happened; that 
any minister of the Gospel of peace should so 
far forget the dignity of his station and the be- 
nignity of that religion which he professes to 
preach, as to desecrate the puipit consecrated 
to the worship of the God of Love, by proclaim- 
ing from that holy place such sentiments, and 
seeking to inculcate principles which, he must 
know, would but produce strife, discord and 
contention among men; and so far disregard, 
not only the dictates of reason and propriety, 
but the Jaws of the land, as to seek to promul- 
gate, in this portion of our Confederacy, the 
destructive and hell-born doctrines of aboli- 
tionism. We refrain from saying more, as the 
whole subject will be brought before the proper 
tribunal, where we doubt not the reverend gen- 
tleman will be dealt with justly and fairly.” 


Postage Keform, 

It would seem from the language of the 
President’s Message, that the battle of postage- 
reform will all have to be fought over again. 
And we confess our apprehensions as to the 
result. The South will generally go for John- 
son’s proposed modifications; and if through 
its bargaining with the West, it can induce a 
sufficient number of Western representatives 
to unite with it, the law may undergo an essen- 
tial alteration. The friends of reform should 
be on the alert. It is absurd to suppose that 
such an advance on the rates as is proposed 
will increase the revenue ; and as for returning 
to the old system, if js out of the question, 
The people have had a taste of cheap postage, 
and they will never rest till it is still lower. 
For our own part, we preferred the two cents 
rate, und predicted that the’ halfway reforni 
would disappoint the expectations of many. 
That it has done so does not surprise yy. Bat, 
still the people haye heey gainers. For one, 
we shall have wyitten this year some hundreds 
more letters than we wrote last year. Give 
the new system a fair trial. How foolish to 
alter it, because the deficit, the {jyst year, is a 
little larger than was anticipated. Try it 
another year, and stil] another, and if the defi- 
cit he still large, then adopt the two cents rate. 
If the rates be put up, the post-office will be 
put down. Private expresses will be estab- 
hished despite all penalties. The people will 
net submit to such exactions. Their corres- 
pondence is of quite as much importance as 
the luxurious support of the epauletied gentry 
who drink wine and smoke eigays at Uncle 
Sam’s expense, in peace preparing for war. 
The yayy and army are fed from the Natiqnal 
Treasury ; they are necessary jt is glaimed to 
the protection of the people. Not more sa 
than the free, casy correspondence af the pea- 
ple is necessary to their comfort, prosperity 
and union, One is just as much a national 
interest as the other, and better worth the 
money that supports it. 

We hope if Congress make the first move- 
ment to carry into effect any such project as js 
hinted at in the Message, that the people will 
go to work at once, all over the country, hold- 
ing meetings to demand the adoption of two 
cents postage. Mr. Cave Johnson should be 
rebuked for his antiquated notions.

We are indebted to the Indianapolis

Whitcomb. An abstract of its most im 
items may be of some interest to our 
The ordinary expences of the Governn 
the fiscal year ending 31st October, am 
to $71,122.29, being $22,246.44 less thar 
expenses lust year. The ordinary expenses or 
the year 1846 are estimated at $67,100. i 

The number of polls, estimating for some 
counties where no returns have been made, is 
124,000; the value of taxables, making a simi- 
lar estimate, is $118,500. 7 y 

Amount of State revenue paid in during the 
last year, $271,963,69. The total assessments 
for the year 1845 is, $869,097,02. 

The Governor recommends economical re- 
form in the system of county expenditures, 
which in I844 actually exceeded the whole 
amount of State revenue. 

“Since the last adjournment of the Legisla 
ture, a grant of one half of all the public lamds 
in the Vincennes District has been made]

“The grant has a two fold as 
first. section of the act, there is 
-moiety-of ‘the Public linda,

When 
the domestic debt, existing in the form of trea- 
sury notes, and used as a currency, is absorbed 
in this manner, or is disposed of by a different 
or satisfactory arrangement, all of our State 
revenue, beyond the current expenses, can be 
applied to the payment of our foreign debt.— 
By a similar application of the amount saved 
by the needed reform in our county expendi- 
tures and by striet economy in every branch of 
the public service, the amount of the annual 
interest due on our foreign debt would be still 
further reduced. Should the proposition be nade 
again on the part of ow¥ bond-holders to take 
the profits of the papabfor such a portion of 
public debtias wilhenmibié the State’ with 
aid of the means above referred to, to pay the

THE CORN TRADE.—The all engrossing 
topic continues tu be the disease in the potato crop. 
‘The fine weather experienced during the past three 
or four weeks has been favorable for digging up 
this root, and the greater pruportion has now been 
raised; the time has therefore arrived at which 
something like an estimate of the extent. of the 
failure may be fermed. We have been at consid- 
erable pains to collect information on this impor- 
tant subject; and from the general tenor of our ad- 
vices, we fear the damage is quite as great as it has 
been represented. : 
The most serious cause for apprehension is, how- 
ever, the fact that a large proportion of the crop 
which, at the time of raising, appeared sound, has 
been found not to keep. 
We have it from good authority that a large 
number of cargoes of potatoes have within the 
short space of a fortnight, arrived in the Thames 
in such a state as to be not only wholly unfit for 
food, but so completely rotten as not to be worth 
the freight. 
Meanwiule the trade in Wheat has remained 
very quiet; and though no matcrial change has oe- 
curred in prices at any of the leading provincial 
markets, an unwillingness to get into stock has 
been very prevalen'; owing to which considerable 
difficulty oo been experienced in disposing of the 
supplies brought forward by farmers at some of the 
markets in the agricultural districts. 
Of spring corn the deliveries from the growers 
have been more than equal to the demand, and 
prices of barley and oats have tended downwards in 
all parts of the kingdom. 
By our advices from Scotland, it appears that the 
dull accounts from the South had not been with- 
out influence on the trade in corn; and both at Ed- 
inburgh and Glasgow wheat was dull of sale, on 
Wednesday, whilst cats, barley, &c., were ‘obtain- 
able at reduced terme. 
LONDON CORN EXCHANGE, Nov. 
The report gives a good arrival of Grain, particu- 
larly of foreign, as having been received during the 
course of last week, and there was also on the 
whole*a fair supply of Irish Oats. Of Flour of 
our own manufacture the quantity reported exceed- 
éd 5,000 sacks; and we had also 3,516 barrels in 
from Montreal and Quebec. With English Grain 
throughout the week the market was moderately 
supplied, if we except Barley, which came to hand 
to the extent of about 6,000 quarters. 
The amount .of business transacted during the 
week was not large, but no disposition was evine- 
ed for falling prices, and on the whole rates were 
fully supported at the end of the week on the few 
sales made. ‘I‘his morning there was a moderate 
supply of Wheat fresh up, and a fair arrival of all 
spring Corn. ‘The Wheat trade opened with rather 
more activity, and fully last week’s rates have 
been obtained, the general quality of the samples 
being about the same as on this day week, rley 
has been in moderate request, still prices are on 
the whole barely as good as on this day week. 
The supply of Oats, both sf foreign and Irish, 
caused prices to decline, but factors do not submit 
to a larger reduction than 1s. per quarter from Fri- 
day’s rates. - Beans 2s. lower. Windsor and long- 
pod varietiesscarcely meeting any demand. The 
sale for Peas has been brisk, and all varieties be- 
ing last week's rates. In Flour or other articles 
there is no alteration to notice. There has been 
on the whole less demand for seeds to-day than 
for some time past. 
LIVERPOOL, Nov. 14.—Cotton—There is a 
decided change in the tone and temper of our Cot- 
ton market this week, but not naeh jn prices. On 
Monday 7000 bales of American were taken on 
speculation, chiefly it is conceived, on the supposi- 
tion that the recent deliberations of the Cabinet 
have had reference to the Oregon question. Since 
that time, purchases to greater or less extent have 
been mude daily, on speculative account, swelling 
the total amount of the sales of the week to 35,560 
bales. Latterly, that issince Tuesday last. the 
trade, whose stocks during the last two months 
have undergone a considerable reduction, have 
joined very freely i the business going on. But, 
after all the advance in price isonly toa yery 
limited extent, and is entizely confined to Ameri- 
can qualities, on the ordinary and middling sorts 
of thie kind 4 d. advance has been obtained. 
We are looking to the next accounts from the 
United States (and they are hourly expected) with 
muel interest, and at the same time the less pros- 
perous state of trade in the manufacturing districts, 
the harvest and potato crop are producing their 
moderating effects upon the minds of all holders. 
12,000 American have been taken on speculaticn 
The artivals of wheat. coastwise into” London 
have been small during the last eight days; but 
some-quantity of the supply of the preeeding week 
have remained unsold; the show at Mark lane has 
been tolerably good. On Wednesday the Kentish 
stands were well filled; but there was not much 
offering from Kssex. The millers acted on the 
same cautious system as in ihe beginning of the 
week, refusing \o purchase more than just sufficient 
for their immediate and pressing wants; factors 
were not disposed, however, to submit to any fur- 
ther abatement, and the retail business done was 
at Monday’s currency. Later in the week some 
slight improvement took place in the demand, but 
the inquiry was not sufficiently active to enable 
sellers to obtain more money. ,

ing June 30th, 1813, 37.54 1-10 per cent. year 
g June 30, 1844, 33.85 9-10 per cent.; year 
ending June 30, 1845, 29.90 percent. These 
results are attributed to the diminution in the

import of some highly protected articles, and 
the substitution of rival domestic products. 

The revenue from ad-valorem duties exceed 
ed that realized from specific duties, though the 
average of the former was only 23.57 per cent., 
while the average of the latter was 41.30. 

“In sug»esting improvements in the revenue 
laws, the following principles have been adopt- 
ed: 

Ist. That no more money should be collected 
than is necessary for the wants of the govern- 
ment, economically administered. 

2d. That no duty be imposed on any articles 
above the lowest rate which will yield the 
largest amount of revenne. 

3d. That, below such rate, discrimination 
may be made, descending in the seale of duties; 
or for imperative reasons, the article may be 
placed in the list of those free from all duty. 

4th. That the maximum revenue duty should 
be imposed on luxuries. 

5th. That all minimums, and all specifie du- 
ties, should be abolished, and ad valorem duties 
substituted in their place—care being taken to 
guard against fraudulent invoicesand under- 
valuation, and to assess the duty upon the ac- 
tual market value. 

6th. That the duties should be so imposed as 
to operate as equally as possible throughout the 
Union, discrimimating neither for nor against 
any class or section. 

No horizontal scale of duties is reeommend- 
ed; because such a scale would be a refusal to 
discriminate for revenue, and might sink that 
revenue below the wants of the government.— 
Some articles will yield the largest revenue at 
duties that would be wholly or partially pro- 
hibitory in other cases.” 

The report proceeds to argue that it is im- 
possible to adopt any horizontal scale of duties, 
or even an arbitrary maximum, but assumes 
that “experience proves that asa general rule 
a duty of 20 per cent. ad valorem will yield the 
largest revenue—there being a few exceptions 
above as well as below this standard. 

It is believed that sufficient means can be 
obtained at the lowest revenue duties on the 
articles now subjected to duty; but if a larger 
revenue is desired, it should be raised by taxing 
the free articles, rather. than transcend in any 
case, the lowest revenue duties. He recom- 

mends to add to the free list, salt and guano. 

The repeal of the duty on foreign cotton 
is recommended, as delusive and inoperative; 
and, to promote the Cotton Interest, a draw-

The whole power to collect taxes, direct or. 


indirect, is conferred by the same clause of the 
Constitution—“Congress shall have power to 
lay and collect taxes, duties, imposts and exci- 
ses.” A direct tax or excise, not for revenue, 
but protection, clearly would not be within the 
legitimate objects of taxation; and yet it would 
be as mach so,as a duty imposed for a similar 
purpose. 

The argument of the report on this point, is 
conclusive. 

The maximum duties should be laid upon 
juxuries, which would not be discriminating in 
favor of the poor, but would mitigate, as far as 
possible, that discrimination against the poor, 
which results from every tariff, by compelling 
them to pay a larger amount of the taxes, than 
if assessed and collected on all property in pro- 
portion to its value. 

It is claimed that while the tariff of 1842 
doubled the average of duties, wages have not 
correspondingly increased; in some cases, they 
have diminished; while the price of articles 
used by the working classes have greatly ap- 
preciated. 

The present tariff is denounced as unjust 
and unequal. It discriminates in favor of the 
manufacturer,against the agriculturist,by impo- 
sing many higher duties upon the manufactured 
fabrics, than the agricultural product out of 
which it is made. It discriminates in favor of 
the manufacturer, against the mechanic, by 
higher duties upon the manufacture, than upon 
It 


manufacturer 


the article the mechanic makes out of it. 
discriminates in favor of the 
against the merchant, by injurious restrictions 
on trade and commerce. 

The great inequality and injustice of mini- 
mum duties and assumed values are exposed in 
a masterly style. 

Two-thirds of the taxes imposed by the pre- 
sent tariff, are paid not into the treasury, but 
to the protected classes. ‘The revenue last year 
exceeded $27,000,000, but the whole tax impo- 
sed on the people by the present tariff, is not 
less than eiglity-one millions of dollars—of 
which only 27 millions are paid to the Govern- 
vient, and 54 inillions to the protected classes, 
in enhanced prices. 

The report then goes into an ingenious argu- 
ment to sustain this position; and also in favor 
of free trade. 

The argument, so far as it relates to the lat- 
ter part, is irrefragable. 

The Home Market is assumed to be utterly 
inadequate to the consumption of our agricul- 
tural products, and the necessity of a Foreign 
Market is urged at length. Agriculture is as- 
sumed to be our chict dependence, best adapted 
to our situation, and if not depressed by the 
A tariff 
does not raise the prices of our bread-stuffs,but 
a famine in England does. ‘The repeat of the 
Corn Law in England would be followed by the 
abolition of commercial restrictions in Europe, 
infinitely to the gain of our agricultural inte- 
rest. ‘The removal of commercial restrictions 
on our part would tend to hasten this result. 

Since the tariff of 1842, and the adoption of 
the system of cash duties, our trade in foreign 
imports, re-exported, has greatly decreased.— 
The Secretary is in favor of retaining the cash 
duties, but recommends the adoption of the 


tariff, would be the most profitable. 


warehousing system. 
The act allowing a drawback on foreign im- 


ports, exported from certain ports to Canada, is 
mentioned in terms of commendation,as having 
worked beneficially in relation to the supply of 
foreign exports to Canada from our own ports. 
He thinks still more favorable results could be 
obtained, were Canada allowed to earry all her 
exports to foreign nations, in transitu through 
our own rail roads, rivers and canals, to be 
shipped from our own ports. 

It is claimed that the proceeds of the public 
lands shonld continue to constitute a portion 
The average annual sales have

been much less than 2 miilion acres, yet the 
aggregate nett proceeds in 1834, 1835, 1836, and 
1837, were $51,268,617 82. Those large sales 
were almost exclusively for speculation; and 
this evil can be remedied only by confining the 
sales to settlers and cultivators in limited quan- 
ti ics. The report recommends a reduction 
and graduation of the price of the public lands. 

The remainder of the report is chicfly devo- 
ted to an argument in behalf of a Constitution- 
al treasury, and the use of the mints of the 
United States, to a great extent, for public 
monies, 

The report appears to us to be drawn up with 
great care; its essential doctrines we believe to 
be sound, and they are set forth clearly, with- 
out any attempt at mystification. It does its 
author great credit.

The Senators of the Democratic party yes- 
terday held a caucus in the Vice-President’s 
room, and agreed to support Judge Sturgis, of 
Georgia, as Secretary of the Senate, and Rob- 
ert Beale, as Sergeant-at-Arms, and Mr, Salis- 
bury, of Pennsylvania, as Door-keeper, in the 
place of Mr. Beale. The caucus was not fully 
attended. 

The feeling of Congress, in regard to the Pres- 
ident’s message, has been manifested in a gener- 
al disposition to support the Executive. ‘The 
declarations of Mr. Adams on this subject are 
important, and have not yet been fairly stated.

I believe L have given not only the sub- 
stance, but the words of the declaration as very 
often repeated by Mr. Adams, to members of 
the House and to citizens also. But we shall 
soon hear the voice of Mr. Adams on this sub- 
ject in the House, and his first, as well as his 
best efforts, will be exerted in the maintenance 
of the rights of his country on this subject. 


The Morning News correspondent at New 
Orleans writes: 

“Slavery exists here in its mildest and most 
amiable aspect. Of the fifty thousand negroes 
of New Orleans, about one-half are free, and 
they are treated with more consideration than 
in any free State. Some of them are whole- 
sale merchants—many are rich and respected. 
White gentleman take them by the hand and 
dine with them—a not very frequent matter in 
New York, I believe.”

Wood-Flour.—The failure of the great sta- 
ples in Europe and England has set men to 
thinking of strange articles of diet. The ex- 
periments of Professor Autenrieth of Tubingen, 
are quoted, to show what a delightful flour may 
be made out of wood. ‘The wood is first strip- 
ped of its bark, and then cut transversely into 
thin slices, which are beaten to pieces in a 
pounding mill, and then mixed with the saw- 
dust which results from the cutting. The 
woody particles are boiled in a large quantity 
of water, or else subjected for a long time to the 
action of cold water, by enclosing them in a 
strong sack, and beating or treading the sack 
ina rivulet. ‘The wood is next dried by the 
sun or fire, and afterwards ground repeatedly 
till it assumes the form ofa rough flour. Next 
it is made into cakes, with some mucilaginous 
substance, baked quite dry, then broken upand 
ground repeatedly till the flour will passthrough 
a fine bolting cloth. 

The Flour thus prepared is of a yellowish 
hue, has the smell and taste of cornmeal, but 
never ferments without the addition of some 
leaven. With this it is made into a spongy 
and uniform loaf, like brown bread. 

The Professor says he tried the effects of 
this bread on himself and family, and was 
highly pleased. It was agreeable and nutri- 
tious. Weare inclined to think the Professor 
found it convenient just at that time to give 
great variety to his diet. 

Correspondence relating to the Ore» 
gon Question, 

A correspondent of the New York Tribune 
gives an abstract of the correspondence under 
the former and present administrations in rela- 
tion to the Oregon question. He speaks in 
terms of high commendation of the course of 
Mr. Calhoun, and the character of his negotia- 
tions. One thing we notice :—the British would 
not even allow the claim of the United States 
north of 49° as a basis of negotiation, and 
Mr. Calhoun devoted his energies chiefly to the 
establishment of our title to the territory south 
of that!

The Speaker stated that the first question be- 
fore the House was theamendment to the reso- 
lution to print 10,000 extra copies of the Re- 
port of the Secretary of the Treasury, the 
amendment being that of Mr. Payne, of Ala., to 
print 20,000 extra copies, because, as Mr. F. 
said, this was the first Free Trade document 
that was ever sent here by any Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

The amendment was rejected by the follow- 
ing vote: ayes 91, noes 105—so it would appear 
that there is a majority of the House oppos:d 
to the dissemination of Free Trade doctrines. 
The original resolution was adopted. 

The Speaker laid before the House a variety 
of Executive Documents. 

Several notices of Bills to be introduced were 
iven, among them one by Mr. Bowlin, of Mo., 
to create a ‘lerritorial form of Government in 
Oregon; another by an Illinois member, provi- 
ding for the sale of mineral land in Illinois, 
Iowa and Missouri: and one by Mr. Payne for 
graduating the price of Publie Lands. ; 

Mr. Hunter of Va. presented the memorial 
of Brockenbrough, who contested the seat of 
Mr. Cabell, of Fa. Mr. H. moved its reference 
to the Committee on Elections with instruc- 
tions to inquire first who had the returns, and 
who had the greater number of votes. 

After a tedious debate, the house refused by 
100 to 85 to give these instructions, but refer- 
red the memorial. , 

Mr. Schench submitted a resolution requir- 
ing the Committee on Elections to report 
whether any State, entitled to more than ome 
member, had elected by General ‘Ticket. Be- 
fore the question was taken on this resolution, 
the House adjourned. 

In Senate, December 9th, 2 communication 
was read from Jesse E. Dow & Co., proposing to 
execute the printing 20 per cent. lower than 
the prices now paid by law. 

A message was received from the President 
transmitting authentic information of the rati- 
fication of the act of annexation by Texas. 

* Mr. Cass laid upon the table various resolu- 
tions of inquiry respecting the military and 
naval defences of the Republic. 

The Senate then went into an election for of- 
ficers, when Asbury Dickens was chosen Seere- 
tary, having received 25 out 49 votes; Robert 
Beall was clected Sergeant-at-Arms; and Isaac 
Holland, Assistant Doorkeeper. 

‘The Scnate proceeded to ballot for the Com- 
mittees, Messrs, Huntington and McDuffie hav- 
ing signified their desire not to be placed upon 
any Committee in consequence of severe indis- 
position. aa

In the House, same day, Mr. MeKay from 
the Select Committee on Printing, reported a 
resolution for regulating the prices of printing, 
&e., and providing for the appointment of a 
printer, &c., which was Jaid on the table. 

The House resolved itself into Committee of 
the Whole on the State of the Union, and a se- 
ries of resolutions was offered by Judge 
Douglass, referring the various parts of the 
President’s Message to appropriate Commit- 
tees, 

The first resolution was passed, When the 
second, to refer that portion of the Message re- 
lating to a tariff, &c., to the Committee on 
Ways and Means, was read, Mr. Stewart of Pa. 
moved to amend by instructing the Committoe 
that no alteration should be niade in the ta- 
riff of 1842. Upon this he made an hour's 
speech, at the close of which his own friends 
desired him to withdraw the amendment as 
premature, He consented to do so, after hav- 
ing thus exhibited himself for the space of an 
hour to nobody’s advantage. The resolution 
was then agreed to, All the resolutions were 
then agreed to, 

The first anti-Texas memorial was present- 
ed by Mr. Adams—it was against the admis- 
sion of Texas asa slave State. He moved that 
it be referred to a select Committee of one 
from each State. A motion was made to ad- 
journ. It failed. ‘The remonstrance was then 
referred to the Committee on the ‘T'erritories— 
of course a hostile Committee, 

Various other remonstrances of the same 
kind were presented and referred to the same 
Committee. 

The most important business in the Senate, 
on the 10th, was a bill introduced by Mr. Levy 
for the admission of Texas. It was read twice, 
and referred to the Committee on the Judi- 
ciary. 

The Senate then proceeded with its ballot- 
ings for Chairmen of Committees, and elected 
as follows;

House, same day, Mr. Douglass, by general 
consent, introduced a joint resolution, decla 
ring the State of Texas to be one of the States 
of this Union. It was made the order of the 
dayox Tyesday, (to-morrow.) 

The Senate on thé 11th, transacted little or 
no business, and adjourned over fill Monday. 

Ip the House numerous semonstrancesagainst 
the admissign gf Texas as a slaye State were 
presented by Mr. Adams and some thirty other 
members from different States, ang all ordered 
to lie upon the table, To-day the whole sub- 
jeet comes ap for consideration, 
Resolutions of the Legislature of Connecti- 
cut against annexation were presented, and the 
motion to print them was laid over. Similar 
resolutions were presented from the Legislature 
of Rhode Island. 

Memorials for the abolition of Slavery and 
the slave trade in the District of Columbia, 
‘were presented by Mr, Culver, who moved their 
reference to a select cammittee. One of the 
memorials was read. They were then all laid 
upon the table. 
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The Committees in Congress, 

It is worthy of remark, that under the auspi- 
ces of the new Speaker in Congress, out of 
twenty principal Committees, there are but 
five containing severally a majority of slave- 
holders, On every one of the rest, there is a 
majority, sometimes a layge ope, of members 
from the free States. 

The Committee on Post Offices and Post 
Roads ought to be composed chicfly of free 
Staie members, for the free States in fact sus- 
tain the Department, and contribute, besides, 
half a million of dollars to make up the defici- 
encies in the South. Such a Committee, too, 
should be made up of shrewd, practical, work. 
ing men, @ commodity not very abundant in 
theslave States. Strangely enough, however, 
the Speaker eonstituted it of five from the slave 
States, and four from the free, assignipg the 
part of Chairman to Mr. Hopkins of Virginia, 
an enemy to Post Office reform. We infer from 
the composition of this committee, that Cave 
Johnson will find in it a second to his crude re- 
commendations,

forcing them into the State of Virginia. About 
the 29th of September, a requisition for their 
surrender in due form, from Governor Bartley, 
was presented to the Executive of Virginia.— 
Two weeks elapsed, and no notice having been 
taken of the requisition, Governor Bartley ad- 
dressed a note to the Governor of Virginia, 
October 11th, calling his attention to the mat- 
ter. This letter, together with the answer of 
Governor McDowell, and the reply to that by 
our Executive, constitutes the correspondeuce,

Senators Calhoun and Webster have not yet 
arrived, and MeDuflie is not able to take his 
seat. ‘The Senate proceeded to diy to the 
election of officers, and on the fourth” ballot, 
Dickens was re-elected Clerk, aga inst Salisbu- 
ry, who was the regular Democratic candidate 
for the office. ‘They then proceeded to elect 
the Chairman of each of the Standing Commit 
tecs by ballot. In this there was no division 
among the Democrats. Allen of Ohio was 
chosen Chairman of the Committee on Foreign 
Affairs, Calhoun of the Committee on Finance, 
Benton of the Committee on Military Affairs, 
and other Democrats, of the various other Com- 
mittees. Dow & Co. sent a proposal to the 
Senate to do the printing for twenty per cent. 
less than it was done for last year. 

Mr. Cass presented two resolutions, instruc- 
ting the Committee on Military Affairs, and ° 
the Committee on Naval Affairs, to inquire 
intound report the present condition of these 
arms ofour national defence. And the Presi- 
dent sent to the Senate a message, accompany- 





copies of which have been submitted to the 
Legislature, in accordance with a resolution of 
that body. 

In his note of October 11th, Governor Bart- 
ley reminds the Exccutive of Virginia of his 
inattention to his requisition—remarks that 
the act (of kidnapping) “has produced a deep 
and intense feeling among the people of Ohio” 
—that he is “extremely anxious to preserve 
peaceand harmony between the States,” but 
that he “eonfidently believes that peace and 
harmony cannot be preserved, unless the au- 
thorities of each State will promptly exccute 
their international laws.” “All we ask your 
Excellency,” says Governor Bartley, ‘is, that 
national right which the Constitution of the 
United States and acts of Congress guarantee 
to each State and ‘Territory, within the Confe- 
deracy.” 

Governor McDowell’s answer is dated Octo- 
ber 21st. He remarks that “casual circum- 
stances, together with some delay in ascertain- 
ing material facts not in possession of this De- 
partment until lately, have prevented me from 
forming and maturing” the :decision known, 
“at as early a day as I could have wished.” 
He then proceeds to say, that all the persons 
named in the requisition “are atthis time under 
legal process, compelling their attendance as 
wilnesses in a prosecution which is pending 
before one of our courts against the very per- 
sons whom they are severally charged in the 
requisition with having kidnapped, and are in 
consequence, reserved from surrender by a pro- 
vision of a law of this State,” until they are 
discharged from such process. He forwards a 
copy of the law referred to, but we do not 
find this communicated with the correspond- 
ence. While he considers the obligation upon 
him, as the Executive Head of the State, to 
maintain the requirements of this law, “com- 
plete and imperative,” he hopes that the Gov- 
ernor of Ohio will regognize the “reasonable- 
ness and necessity of the law itself”; assyming 
that it rests upon the “sound and rational prin- 
ciple, that whenever any one is under the claim 
of law for the purpose of justice, it is wrong 
tosyrrender him to any other claim for a simi- 
lar purpose, until the first shal] have been sat- 
isfied and disposed of.” He then attempts to 
show how the surrender of the persons in the 
eaxe before him would thwart the purposes of 
justice. 

Ne therefore declines to give any order for 
their arrest, but adds—*Whenever they are dis- 
charged from the process before stated, and 
when the judgment of the Court in all its 
bearings upon the persons and principles in- 
volved shall have been made known to this 
Department, it will then have the whole case 
in its hands, and will be able at once to proceed 
toa final decision upon it.” 

This certainly is very diplomatic. It 
worthy of remark how studiously the Execu 
tive of Virginia abstains from any abandon- 
ment of a discretionary power to act in this 


is 


case. 

Governor McDowell then makes requisition 
for the surrender of Joseph Romini, Titus Shot- 
well, and Berton Staunton, citizens of Ohio, 
who were indicted at the September term of 
the Supreme Court of Wood county, Va., upon 
a charge of “feloniously enticing and alluring 
away, and otherwise aiding in the removal and 
absenting from the serview and pessessian of 
the then owner, certain slayes, the property of 
a citizen of Virginia,” 

This requisition, it is alleged, is founded up- 
on an indictment prior to that in which the re- 
quisition from Ohio was made. Governor Me- 
Dowell proceeds to enforce the requisition in 
a style which seems to us like most insulting 
badinage: 

“[T cannot doubt theyefore,” he says, “but 
that its validity will he promptly acknowledg- 
ed, and, if no legal obstacle exists, that the ne- 
cessary measures will be as promptly taken to 
give it effect. Could I at any moment have 
doubted this, and have supposed that your Ex- 
cellency would be unwilling to admit as obli- 
gatory upon your own Executive action, the 
counterpart of the very official instrument 
which you have presented as obligatory upon 
mine, that doubt would have been removed in 
the most ample manner, by the very explicit 
and emphatic positions of yopr letter, Noth- 
ing, indeed, could he stronger -upon this point 
than the emphasis with which your Ex¢ellen- 
cy declares it to be your confident “belief, that 
the peace and harmony of the severa] States 
cannot he maintained except through the faith- 
ful execution of al] international laws by the 
authorities of each; and that this Uuion itself 
depends for its preservation upon the — 
enforcement of that federal guaranty which 
secures to every State, as a part of its sover- 
eignty, the delivery over to its laws of every 
criminal against them. 

“Thigis the doctrine of Virginia—the doc- 
trine,as we believe, of patriotism and of the 
Constitution; and having often maintained it 
ourselyes in the face of opposition, and denial, 
and rebuff, we cannot be otherwise than pleased 
at having so powerful an auxiliary as Ohio to 
assist us in maintaining it for the future. 
“Gratified as | am at the position on this sub- 
ject, which you have taken for your young and 
owerful commonwealth, and especially at 
eat the benefit of it in advance on the side 
of the demand which I have herewith the ho- 
nor to forward, I am scarcely less so in believ- 
ing that your own gratification will be fully 
equal to mine, at having so early an apportuni- 
ty of stamping the doctrines of your letter 
a 


with the seal of practical and official confirma- 
tion.” 

Now, when jt is recollected that this official 

jester had just refused obedience to the Consti- 
tutional obligation to surrender fugitives from 
justice, in a case where the persons indicted 
had committed a crime, recognized as such by 
the laws of every State, and that the indict- 
ment against the citizens of Ohio on which he 
based his requisition, was known by him to be 
fraudulent, the language we have just quoted, 
must strike every reasonable man, as superla- 
tively insulting. 
This communication closes with the remark, 
—‘let every attempt at the allurement or re- 
moval of these slaves from the posseesion of 
their owners be given yp, as both illegal and 
and immoral, by those who disclaim them as 
property—let this he done, and your Hxcellen- 
cy needs no assurance from me.that the kindly 
relations between Ohio and, Virginia are nore 
likely than ever to remain undisturbed and per- 
petual.” 


The Report of the Secretary of War, 
The report of the Secretary of War is a bugj- 
ness-like document. He speaks in terms rather 
hostile to Mexico, and seems to think that the 
appearance of things still demands the pres- 
ence of a large force in Texas. We do not be- 
lieve there is any such necessity. He is also of 
the opinion that the exigengies of the publig 
service will require a larger military force than 
the present establishment can supply. We 
hope Congress will hesitate a long time before 
they increase an establishment already a heavy 
burden ypon the productive resources af the 
Country.

My Dear Sir,—You will see by other papers 
that the unsuccessinl candidate for Sceretary 
of the Senate, was Sturgiss and not Salisbury, 
as] stated in my letter of last evening. ; 

‘To-day the Senate have done but little, ex- 
ecpt to complete the choice of Committees. In 
the House the customary resolution was intro- 
daced that with the concurrence of the Senate, 
two Chaplains of different denominations be

Pettit of Indiana, moved to strike out the 
words “of different denominations,” and some of 
his remarks in support of his motion were very 
amusing, and some of them very just, He 
said that only one sect could be right, and 
therefore this invo!ved the absurdity of forcing 
upon Congress at least one false teacher. And 
if fran any. gause they should not interchange, 
it would very bad for the House; for the 
Senate, being composed of men older, wiser, 
more religiqus, nen who knew better which was 
the true Apostolic succession, would of course 
choose the advocate of the trye doctrine, and 
the House would then be compelled to take up 
with some preacher of error. He then spoke 
in severe terms of the manner in which the 
office of minister of the gospel had been pros 
tituted by ministers who come here, and dab 
ble in the dirty work of persona} electioneering, 
and are nominated for the office of Chaplain in 
party caucuses. Whatever motives he had in 
view, | think no ane who has been here, and

The Liberty cause is onward here—a year 
ago last August, we polled 14 Liberty votes, at 
the Presidential election we polled 29, and at 
our last Aucust election we got an average of 
about 100; one of our candidates for Represen- 
tative got 110, and the other two got 70, so that 
our real strength was not over 75 or 80.

Worthy of Notice, 
Mr. Epiror: . 

Sir:—It is an almost invariable practice 
among men of every grade or condition, rich 
or poor, to cuiviace evely opportunity thet 
may present itself, of extortioning upon their 
fellow-men. Instances at this present time, 
are too numeyous to require argument in sup- 
port of the assertion. And as it is my object 
to speak of a particular instance only, anda 
partienlar individual, I shall say nothing in 
regard to the alarming prices of coul, or wood— 
but water; that, which is more essential than 
al] things elsc, to man’s actual existenee. 

During the last few days, in which there has 
been such.a scarcity of water, (owing to ana- 
voidable circumstances) there has one thing 
occurred worthy of notice. An old colored 
man, who has been in the occupation of water- 
hauling for the last fifteen years in this city, 
has never yet charged more than his usual win- 
ter price, eight cents a barrel and thirty cents 
the hogshead. I have been informed, that he is 
a professor of religion in the Methodist Church, 
which I must say, if true, this is one man, 
with whom I have met in my life, who makes 
his actions conform to his profession. This 
man, whose name [ learn is James Turvin, 
(though a colored man) has set an example wor- 
thy of imitation, which some of our wood and 
coal merchants who make a practice of extor- 
tioning upon the poor might follow with ad- 
vantage to themelves and a blessing to thou- 
sands. 

While the principal portion of his fellow. 
craft with Shylock rapacity were inflexible for 
their pound of flesh, charging from twenty-five 
to fifty cents a barrel, this good man, enjoying 
the gratetul feelings of the poor, sacrificed per- 
sonal interest, to the feelings of an honest 
heart! The action in itself bespeaks much to 
the credit of the colored people, and the shame 
of some of our white fellow-citizens. 1 hope 
that builders and personsin general, employing 
water-haulers in future, may remember this 
old man, and not let his honesty go unrewarded.
